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The After-Final amendment is denied entry for the following reasons: 



1 . Entry of Applicants' amendment would result in 1 12, first and second paragraph issues 
with the withdrawn/canceled claims upon rejoinder. For example, the "protecting groups of the 
carboxylic component" and "the permanent protection groups" lack antecedent basis is presently 
withdrawn claim 43. Likewise, canceled claim 47 lacks method steps for the split and mix 
protocol that would raise potential issues under both 1 12, first paragraph and 1 12, second 
paragraph because it is unclear how the split and mix steps are being applied or, alternatively, if 
they're even being applied at all. 



2. It is noted that Applicants were called Applicants on several occasions in an effort to put 
the claims in condition for allowance (e.g., see attached interview summary). Although several 
claim amendments were suggested, no agreement was reached.
